Houſes too can be enſured to be rebuilt but once neither, tho they pretend to rebuild them as often as they ſhall be 
burnt in 31 years. For ſhould thoſe 150 Honles be burnt down, the Rebuilding of them (tho but once) if you rec- 
kon them at but 200 pounds per Houſe one with another (which I am ſure is low enough) willamount to the juſt ſum 
of their Fund, which is 30000 pounds. Now ſuppoſe that 12 Houſes be burnt one year, at the rate of 200 pounds 
for rebuilding each Houſe, there?s 2400 pound gone: Suppoſe 12 Houſes be burnt the next year, there's 2400 pounds 
more gone ; and ſo in leſs than 13 years time their whole Fund of 30000 pound mult be ſpent to ſarisfie the Loſs : 
Nay, conſidering the Charges they are at in maintaining men for the Quenching of Fires, as they \pretend, ( tho ve- 
ing arm*d Cap 4 Pe, they look as if they were deſign*d to encounter another Enemy than the Fire, Eſpecially if we con- 
ſider that none can be employed in that Service within the City, unleſs allowed by Authority) a her ,matrers rela- 
ting to their Office, which they themſelves Calculate at a 1000 pound per Anmm; conſidering tFfR1 fay, their Fund 
will be gone ſome years ſooner : and then where is the Security for thoſe 150 Houſes the remainiMF 18 years, or for 
any of the other Houſes above 150 all the time ? If you Reply, They will not pay the Loſſes for the Houſes that are burnt, 
out of the Fund, but out of a Bank, which they will always have lying ready by them. 1 ask how Private men, and Perſons 
ſo much 5# Debr ſhould come by ſuch a Bank, whenas they have expreſly covenanted to put up the yearly Profits of 
their Fund in their own Pockets ? And ſo they had need ; for how ſhould they live elſe ? For if they had any other 
Eſtate beſides their Fund, ir might reaſonably be preſumed they would pay cheir Debes with it , which yet they have 
not-diſcharged. Andif they had not, yet the yearly Profits of their Fund, 1t they had ſetled as large an one as they 
at firſt promiſed, amounts but to 2000 pounds per Armen, (though by the way, what they have ſetled riſes but to 
14co pound per Annum,and we may well think they could reach tono more) which will not rebuild aboye 10 Houſes, 
5 Toa 7 burnt, Teckoning them but at 200 pounteach Houſe. If you ſay The Premiums of ES Foe 
be Laid ont to buy more Lands for the Inſuring others, or help make up the Loſs.

Befides.it would be worth enquiring,whether the Lands of a man4liable to a Srarmte of Bankyupt 3 years ago,can now 
be a ſufficient Security? or,(as1 intimated in my other Letter )the Lands or Groutid-Rents of another,who is(every day) 
liable to be called toan Account for Male-Adminiltratzon ina Publick Office, and which ifhe ſhould be found to be in 
Arrears to his Majeſty,wouldbe unavoidably ſeized in his Majelties behalf.Bur now if men Inſure with the Gy, the Caſe 
is quite otherwiſe : For you have a Fund of an 10c000 pounds value,whichis Security for the Rebuilding of 5co Houſes, 
reckoning each Houſe as before,at 2co pounds one with ancther.Fhen there*s the Premiums of thoſe 500 Houſes and all 
the reſt which ſhall be Inſured that will be ſerled as an Additional Fund. And laſtly, there is the Annual Rent of 
your Original Fund which amountsto 5000 puunds per Annwn, and the Intereſt of the Premiums (which will riſe 
very high roo) both which will be Jaid by in a Bank by the City (you having noneed, as Private men have, to ap- 
ply them to any other Purpoſes) Which yearly Revenues will be ſo great 2s alway to make good all thoſe Loſſes by 
Fire, which in all probability can happen in any one. year ; and fo neither your Original nor Additional Fund will 
be diminiſht to make fatisfaftion. Were this but throughly weigh*d , I believe there is none would Inſure with 
theſe Private mey ; but they would want Csſtomers as much as they do either Credit or Mony,

To this I anſwer, (1.) How low ſoever their Rates are, yet it can be no temptation to any man that under- 
ſtands himſelf or them, to lnſure at their Office , unleſs eheir Security were better than I have juſt'now ſhew" it 
to be. (2.) Tho this Obſcrvator pretends, That your Prices are ſuch as were never heard of among Purcha| 11 ,

e Gentlemen, becauſe the Anmal Revits of yout Orieinal Fund 
(notto inſiſt on the Intereſt of the Premiums) areſo gteat, thag.they will at preſent make ſatisfaftion for almoſt four 
times theloſs as theirs will , without reſorting tothe Fund itſelf; and the yearly Rents of it being laid by, in a ſhotr 


time will make fatisfattion for many more times the loſs than theirs will; ( 3.) What your Committee do in this mat- 
ter, is with the conſent and Approbation of rhe whole Common Council, who being choſen by the Body of the Citizens, 
are their true Repreſentatives, And therefore if the City ſhould be a Loſer by this Deſign, your Committee cannot 
juſtly be taxed for it. (4.) Whereas they ſay, If they loſe, they lote bur their own, I muſt deny it till they have 
made Even.with their many Creditors. And rill this be done, the ruin of theſe Gentlemen will be like the falling 
CO ein ro avtng beats down a multitude of little Shrubs and Under-woods. (F.) To ſay, 
The Revenues belonging to your City are very low, is a notorious Scandal. And *cis ſufficiently known, that the Chambex - 
hath frequently refuſed many Sums of Mony of late, though it hath been offer*d them art Four per Cerr. Intere(?, 
.C6.)- As for'your Raiſing the Fifteens, I doubt not but it will be ſufficiently juſtified : ir having been the Cuſtom of the 
City to raiſe them for bra uſes time out of mind. And the Reaſon why they have not been raiſed for ſome Years,til! 
of lare; is, becauſe there was no occaſion for it : The Prohts ariſing to the City from the Duty upon Coals, &c. given 
.by Act of Parliament, having been applied to this purpoſe from the time of the great Fire in 66, till the time when 
the Fifreens were rais?d. 

3. The Obſervator condemns your City for offering to Inſure for Ever ; which (faith he) 5s to ſpoil rhe whole Deſign; 
The Argument which he produceth to prove this, he tells us, was the great one that was uſed at the ſetling their Office, to 
ſhew the certainty of their Security, which could no otherwiſe have given ſatisfattion, 

If therefore 1 can but pull down this main Pillar, their whole [nſurance Office like a rotten Building falls about 
their cars. Thercfore, (1.) The Argument which the Obſervator uleth to prove, that the City cannot well Inſure 
for Ever, will as ſtrongly prove, that theſe Gentlemen that offer to Infure for 3 1 Years, ſhoul4 not be truſted with 
all che Premixms for fo many Years at once, but collect them yearly ; which they themſelves will nor approve of. 
For thus he argues; and 1 with him : Vo ScouritFTan be goo 7e all the Profit 1s at firſt received, and rhe Loſs is uncer= 
rain, and continues for Ever (faith he); ?Tis the ſame for 1h:rty one Years (lay I). For the Loſs being wcertain, the Secu- 
rity cannot be proportion*'d, And where all the Profit 4s at firſt recerv2d,(as it will be if Men Inſure with them for 31 Tears) 
there is no Intereſt obliged to take care of the Defignſo, as ro pay 4 Loſs and Preſerve the Fund. So that whenever the Loſs 
bappens greater than the Annual Rent of the Security, the Lanth muſt be divided and torn in Pieces to ſatisfi2 the Loſs. S0 
that this Argument mult be quitted, becauſe *tis as ſtrong againſt their Inſuring for Thirty one Ters, as againſt the Ciries 
Inſuring for Ever. 1 know it may be replied in the Obſervator's own words, that when Hoyſes are Inſured for no longer 
than 31 Years, the Premium that will ariſe from the Reverſion, will engage theſe Private Gentlemen to raiſe Mony to pay the 
Loſſes and preſerve the Fund entire, though th: Loſſes were greater than to Tears Rent of the Fund, But let any man gt 
common Senſe judge, whether theſe Gentlemen will have any reaſon to ſecure the Reverſion of ſuch a Project where- 
by 20000 Pounds (two Thirds of their Fund) is loſt ar one clap. (2.) Allthe Profit is not received by the City at 
firſt; for the Intereſt of the Premiums of the Houſes Inſured by the City will be an Annual Profit to it. (3.) ?Tis 
probable indeed, that the Loſs by one years Fire may be greater than the Annual Rent of theſe Gentl:mens Fund, 
which isbut 1400 Pound; but *%is very improbable it ſhould be greater than the Annual Rent of the Ctics 0ri5nal 
Fund, which is 5009 Pound, and that.of the Addirronal Fund of the Premiums too. (4.)1f the Lols ſhould be greater 
than the Annual Rent of the Cities Security, yet the Ciry would haveas much reaſon to take care to py the Loſles 
and preſerve their Fund entire, as theſe Gentlemen would have to raiſe Mony to Preſerve theirs, it the ofs on their 
ſide thould be greater than the Annual Rent of their Security. For why will the Premium that will ariſe from the Re- 
verſion engage them to do ſo, but becauſe they hope in the next 31 Years to make up their great Loſs? And fure the 
Ciry may as well hope to make up their Loſs in time too; for though when the Ciry Inſures for Ever they have no Re- 
verſions, yet the Premiums for that Reaſon are proportionally greater than choſe of theſe Private men, and conſe- 
quently are equivalent to their preſent Premiums, and their Reverſion too, aud therefore the City will be as careful 
to raiſe Mony to preſerve their Fund entire,though the Loſs at preſent ſhould be greater than Ten yearsRent of their 
Fund.” | 
But ſurther he objects, Should men Inſure their Houſes for Ever, your Corporation would have greater occiſion for an Af 
of Reſtraint, than th2 Spiritual Corporations heretofore have had ; For though the Church and Colledges by granung long Leaſes 
pejudiced their Succeſſors, they left them the Old Rent : But Your Committee will nos be ſo kind to your Succeſors; for you would 
nor only leave them without Reverſions, but entail a perpetual Charge and Loſs upon the Corporation, But I anſwer, If the 
Commirtee intended to put the Premiums of the Houles to be Inſured into their own Private Pockets, as the Prebends of 
Churches and Fellows of Colledges do, and theſe Private Inſurarcers intend , this Objeftion had a great deal of weight 
init: But ſeeing theſe Premiums are to be ſetled asa further Fund for the Publick good, you will tave no need of an 
Alt of Reſtraint : Neither indeed would they, if they had beſtowed the Profits of thoſe long Leaſs which they gran- 
ted for the preſent and fature Publick good of thoſe Churches and Colledges to which they belonged ; for had they 
done ſo, this would not have been for the Prejudice, bur Advantage of their Succeſlors. ?Ts true , you leave 
your Succeſſors without Reverſpons, if you Inſure for Ever ; but then the Premiums you receive fromthe Inſured are ſet 
proportionably the higher for it, which wilt be tranſmitted entire to thoſe that come after you; anl ſo you will in all
